Evectricity Devetorev, &c. — 
That elegant and correct experimenta- 
list, Faraday, has shown that zinc and 
platinum wires, one-eighteenth of an 
inch in diameter and about half an inch 
long, dipped into dilute sulphuric acid, 
so weak that it is not sensibly sour to 
the tongue, will evolve more electricity 
in one-twentieth of a minute than is 
given by thirty turns of a large and 
powerful plate electrical machine in 
full action; a quantity, which, if passed 
through, the head of a cat, is sufficient 
to kill it, as bya flash of lightning.— 
Pursuing this interesting inquiry still 
further, it is found that a single grain 
of water contains as much electricity as 
could be accumulated in 800,000 Ley- 
den jars, each requiring thirty turns of 
the large machine of the Royal Insti- 
tution to charge it,—a, quantity equal 
to that which is developed from a charg- 
ed thunder cloud. ‘Yet we have it 
under perfect command; can evolve- 
direct, and employ it at pleasure; and 
when it has performed its full work of 
electrization, it has only separated the 
elements of a single grain of water.”
